! own battles and that Jewish leaders desired no protection from outside.

RUMORS ABOUT RUSSIA 
There are strange rumors leaking out of the Soviet 
Union, and some of them seem to come from more or less 
reliable sources. It is alleged that there is a run on the 
ruble, that a wave of "panic buying” is under way. that 
currency devaluation and higher prices are planned by 
the Kremlin. There are other rumors of strong under-1 
ground opposition to the Russian government. 
So far no Russian or communist source has admitted 
the truth of any of these rumors. They all say, and at­ 
tempt to prove it by Karl Marx, that booms and busts 
cannot occur under communism, if flic bolshevik govern 
ment in Russia now is compelled to raise consumer prices 
sharply, after cutting them by 40 per cent in July, 1946, 
that won't be called a flunctuation in the business cycle. 
Tre Kremlin is more likely to ascribe it to a dastardly 
American plot. 
These r u m o r s about internal trouble in Russia may 
be true, but Americans would be wise not to engage in 
wishful thinking as a result of them. After World War i. 
the imminent fall of the bolshevik government was ru­ 
mored so often that it became a joke. After Hitler double- 
crossed his pal Stalin and invaded Russia, it was widely 
believed that Russia was so weak she would soon collapse. 
So today it would be wise to assume that Russia will 
remain strong. If she turns out to he weak, so much the 
better. 
Most of the wishful t h i n k i n g about Russian weak­ 
ness has stemmed from the assumption that a false ide ­ 
ology cannot produce a strong government. But history 
records many strong governments, from Genghis Khan’s 
to Hitler’s, with bad ideologies or none. 
Nevertheless, there are cumulative .signs that ail may 
not be well in Russia, it would be the height of irony if 
the masters of the Kremlin, in a wicked attempt to gain 
by obstructing Europe’s recovery, had accomplished their 
own downfall.

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 10. — 


flNS)—Harold E. Stassen resumed 
his campaign tour of 
Pennsyl- 


vania today after demanding that 
the United States halt shipments 
of potential war materiel to Rus- 
sia.The former Minnesota governor 
and candidate for the GOP Presi- 
dential nomination, declared in a 
speech at Philadelphia that such 
exports must be withheld in view 
of existing differences 
between 


the countries. 
Stassen asserted that in 1947 


the United States shipped more 
precision instruments and tools 
to Russia than to England. 


He said this country also sent 


twice as much electrical machin- 
ery and apparatus 'to the Soviet 
Union as to England and France 
combined.

’ Is there a need for an increase 
in taxes? 
It has been recognized 
by the slate of Pennsylvania as 
well as many other states, that mu­ 
nicipalities must have a broader 
means of taxation other than ju*. 
the property or real estate tax to 
accomplish the many things ex­ 
pected of a municipality. 
“Jtist ask yourself ii you have 
operated on the same budget for 
the past 4 years. The City Council 
and myself, in making up the bud­ 
get for 1943. are faced with a 
shortage of One Hundred Thirty 
Thousand 
($130.000.00» 
to 
One 
Hundred Fifty Thousand Dollar- 
'$150.000.00*. 
This has not hap­ 
pened in the last few weeks—I 
have been watching this for the 
pasi 4 years. 
At the beginning of 
1947 we had a balance of $80,000.- 
00 from the previous year but at 
the present time, we only have a 
balance of $30,000.00 to begin 1948 
wit'll. 
“We have set aside the purehas*. 
of much needed equipment to hold 
to our assessed valuation of 13 
mills from which we receive 11 Vi 
mills for operation and mainten­ 
ance. 
“ From 1944 including 1947. our 
payrolls have increased $114,475 - 
98: but as I stated before, our 
equipment has run down and some 
of this must be replaced.
